N application was made to the Court of 
Criminal Appeal on behalf of James 


Fennell, a private in ‘the Defence 
Forces, for leave to a from his con- 
viction of the murder of Sergeant Ryan at 


Collins Barracks, Cork. 

Mr. Oliver Moriarty, K.C., and Mr. Paul 
Sullivan (inst by Mr. E. A. O'Connell) 
appeared for Fennell; and Mr. Joseph A. 


cCarthy, K.C.; Mr. P. J. McEnery, K.C., 
and Mr. G. D. Murnaghan (instru by the 
Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney- 


General. 

The grounds of the application were that 
the trial judge had misdirected himself in law 
in holding that a statement made by Fennell 
to a sergeant the Civic Guard was 
admissable in evidence, and that the trial was 
unsatisfactory; that the verdict of the jury 
was against the weight of evidence; and that 
the trial judge had misdirected himself in 
law in telling the jury that in order to be 
entitled to bring in a verdict of guilty but 
insane the defence must satisfy them beyond 
reasonable doubt that Fennell was insane at 
the time when the act was committed. 


MENTAL SPECIALISTS 


Mr. Moriarty said that Fennell had been 
convicted on June 26 last, and at the trial 
three medical men had been called for the 
defence. One of these was the prison doctor, 
who had not offered any opinion at all about 
the state of Fennell’s mind, but who said that 
he would prefer to leave the state of the 
man’s mind to the mental specialists. The 
other doctors were Dr. Donnellan and Dr. 
Dunne, mental specialists, each of whom had 
formed the separate opinion that Fennel] was 
insane, 

No medical evidence had been called by the 
prosecution to rebut the evidence of these 
specialists, and as he understood the case put 
forward by the prosecution in regard to the 
sanity of Fennell on the night of February 
10-11, the night of the crime, was: We are 
not offering any medical evidence to this 
Court; we are putting forward evidence to 
you on the ground that this man is sane, 
and we ask you, first of all to say that you 
have not heard any evidence which would 
entitle you to say that the man is insane; 
that there were no ose of insanity.” 

It certainly ap to him that the 
prosecution went further than that, arid that 
their alternative attitude amounted to saying: 
“If in fact you are satisfied that what the 
doctors tell you they saw, are symptoms of 
insanity, then we ask you to say that these 
symptoms were feig by the accused, and 
we ask you to add to that the evidence of a 
number of witnesses, one or two being army 
officers, several privates, one sergeant in the 
Garda Siochana, all of whom say that in or 
around the material time, and immediately 
before the material date, in their opinion the 
accused person was perfectly normal.“ 


LAY OPINION 


His submission was that the evidence of 
the mental experts should not be outweighed 
by lay opinion. In fact, the evidence of the 
mental experts had not, in his submission, 
been given the weight that it should have 
been given, and it was almost incomprehen- 
sible how the jury could have arrived at the 
verdict at which they had arrived. 

Mr. Moriarty suggested that his view was 
to a very large extent borne out by the 
charge of the trial judge, which, to his 
mind, conveyed that he had formed the 
opinion that the evidence of the experts 
definitely was that Fennell was insane in 
the legal sense, that he was not to be held 
responsible for the shooting of Sergeant 
Ryan: a ei 
In regard to the statement of Fennell to 
the Civic. Guard sergeant, Mr. Moriarty sub- 
mitted that it came under the heading of 
Confessions and Admissions,” and that it 
amounted to the defence that Fennell had 
fired the shots in self-defénce. He objected 
to that statement having been used in evi- 
deace, because Fennell was in custody, and 
had not been informed of the crime with 
which he was to be charged. He could not 
have been charged then with the crime for 
which subsequently he had been tried, 
because at the time when he made the state- 


ment Sergeant Ryan ‘was still alive, 
THE CHARGE 


Mr. Moriarty submitted that the charge 
on which Fennell subsequently had been tried 
was a charge Which it was utterly impossible 
to bring against him at the time he made the 
statement; that that being so, he could not 
have been charged with murder, and that, 
therefore, the only thing which could. be 
said was that he made a statement in respect 
of something other than murder. Nobody 
could have charged him with murder at the 
time. 
Mr. Justice Hanna—Your point is this— 
that, if your client had been told that he 
was going to be charged with murder, he 
would have made no statement? 
Mr. Moriarty—He might not. i 
Proceeding, Mr. Moriarty said that while 
it never had been argued (so far as he knew) 
that the amount of proof required from. the 
defence in satisfying a jury that an accused 
person was insane, was the same as the 
amount of proof required from the prosecution 
in bringing home a crime to an accused 
person, yet, as he submitted, the way in 
which the trial judge had put it in that 
particular case amounted to nothing more 
than telling the jury: “ You will require the 
exact same degree of proof of insanity as 
you must demand from the prosecution to 
bring the crime home to the accused person. 
Mr. Justice Martin Maguire—The judge 
did not say anywhere what you have just 
said. 
Mr. Moriarty—He used the exact same 
words in respect of each, and I submit that 
the only conclusion that can be drawn is 
that they are the same,

Mr. Hull referred to the “ threat of our 
security arising from activities directed from 
without the hemisphere, but which operate 
within our respective borders. He said: 
“ Make no mistake concerning the purposes 
of this sinister campaign. It is an attempt 
to acquire’ domination of the American 
Republics by foreign Governments in their 
own interest. 5 

Citing .as a warning examples elsewhere in 
the world where the ‘termites of alien 
propaganda ' had undermined Governmental 
structures, Mr. Hull said:—‘‘ We long ago 
recognised the source and extent of this infec- 
tion.
